The Apache Outrages. 
S anta F e (N. M.), July 23d.—The New 


Müciean’s Las Cruces special says: A relia­ 
ble mar. arrived on the 21st, and reports 
having left tho camp of Lieutenant Guil- 
foyle, at St. Nicholas Spriugs, on the morn­ 
ing of the 20:.h, and says : Lieutenant Guil- 
foyle on Tuesday cam[>ed at Alamo Canyon, 
in the Sairamento mountains. 
His men 
arrived from Fo.-t Stanton, aud reported that 
about half-way between Alamo and Stanton, 
on their return, they were ambuscaded by 
Indians, who fired upon them. 
The tire was 
returned for half an hour, resulting in ono In 
dian being killed, one of the soldiers wounded 
in the thigh, and two pack animals kilied. 
Upon the receipt of this news Guiifoyle 
started in 
pureuit, and at Lagunas he 
found two Americans dead and riddled with 
bullets, their bodies still warm. Three miles 
further on he sighted the Indians, and a run­ 
ning fight ensued for h..H an hour to Ash 
Canyon. The fight wrs carried on at a dis­ 
tance of 300 yards, but the Indians, being 
better mounted, escaped. Six ludian ponies 
were fonnd dead. 
It is not known whether 
any Indians were killed. Guiifoyle intended 
to continue the pursuit immediately, and felt 
confident of 
catching the 1 ndiatis. 
He 
thought the Indians would either .emain and 
fight in the San Andreas mountains or will 
cross Jourrado to the Cidiello mountains. 
The Indians numbered thirty equaws and 
forty bucks, supposed to bo from Old Modoc. 
The miners in the Organ mountain* have 
been notified, and are on the alert. Guil- 
foyle’s forces number 25 colored trcops and 
28 Ari/. na Indian scouts. 
The remains of 
au unknown American have been found near 
I’uerto Deventu, Mexico, evidently killed by 
Indians. 
A Chief o f Pollee In Trouble. 
L as V egas (N. M.), July 23d.—Last even­ 
ing William Morgan, Chief of Police, at­ 
tempted to quell a disturbance in a dance- 
ha!l,when he was assailed, and his clnb takeu 
from him.

Crickets are quite a peit in some parts 
of l.ake county, Oregon. 
Thousands of young carp can be seen 
in the fish ponds on the Mohawk, Laue 
county, W estern Oregon. 
Indications of coal have been discovered 
about eight miles up the l’alouse, W . T. 
The outcroppings show every indication oi 
a rich vein, and will be thoroughly pros­ 
pected. 
The shipment of fruit from tho Rancho 
Chico still continues in large quantities. 
Twenty tons of greeu-gage plums, picked 
at the orchards, for the Ssn Francisco 
market, were packed in sixty-pound boxes, 
and placed in well-ventilated ears for 
transportation. 
L ist year in Oregon the Government sur­ 
veyed over 2,000,000 acres of land, and it 
is estimated that in I SSI even more than 
that amount will be surveyed. 
The lands 
on which the Government Engineer worked 
during the la9t year lie principally in 
Eastern Oregon. 
A number of GridLey citizens are talking 
of organizing a joint stock company and 
purchasing a tract of land near that town 
and establishing a public park. 
It is p ro­ 
posed to fence in the gronnd, set out shade 
trees, erect a mammoth pavilion and other­ 
wise improve the premises so as to make 
them a popular resort for public assem­ 
blies. 
The pavilion will be fitted up for 
the accommodation of traveling shows. 
It is frequently remarked that the Feath­ 
er river is still very red, though the mines 
upon its branches aro under injunction. 
I t ¡3 not probable that all this coloring 
m atter is raised from the bottoms of the 
streams, and it might not be amiss to scud 
an inspector to discover its origin.

CRITICISM. 


A eontemporaiy attacks the State Prison 
Commission most unjustly and recklessly 
because the latter body caused Governor 
Perkins to be summoned aa a witness be­ 
fore it. This action our contemporary calls 
“ im pudent,” and expresses the opinion 
that the Governor ought not to have re- 
Epandcd to the summons. 
A very slight 
examination into the m atter would have 
convinced any journal careful of its u t­ 
terances that no ground existed for fault­ 
finding in this connection. 
The assertion 
that the Prison Commissioners have exceed­ 
ed their jurisdiction is emphatically untrue. 
In the first place Governor Perkins in the 
w ritten instructions addressed by him to 
the Commission, expressly enjoined upon 
it an inquiry into the maEner in which the 
pardoning power had been exercised. 
Xo 
careful inquiry could possibly have been 
made on this point without examining the 
Governor, 
lu the s cond place it was both 
nccessary and proper to summon him to 
testify 
to the 
allegations 
concerning 
the appointment of various prison offi­ 
cers. 
In the third place 
he was a 
party in interest, hiving appointed the 
Directors whoae course was to be investi­ 
gated. 
And in the fourth place he was 
summoned at his own special request. 
Governor Perkins ordered this investiga­ 
tion himself, gave the most ample and 
comprehensive instructions to the Com­ 
missioners, showed in every step his desire 
that it should be made as far-reaching as 
possible, and expressly desired th .t he 
himself should bo called as a witness upon 
the points which came within his knowl­ 
edge. 
The Commissioners have thus far 
proceeded exactly 
in accordance with 
their instructions 
in 
every particular. 
They have in no instance exceeded their 
jurisdiction. 
They were entirely justified 
in summoning Governor Perkins as a w it­ 
ness, and we can conceive of no possible 
objection to their course in this respect 
save such as might be entertained by those 
who have reasons for desiring that the 
investigation may fail to produce beneficial 
results. 


THE PRESIDENT’S 
ULLAPSE, 


Saturday aad yesterday were anxious 
days for the country, in consequence of the 
apparent serious relapse of the President, 
whose condition had previously been so 
good that perhaps most people supposed 
him to be out of danger. 
The alarm 
caused among his physicians by tho sudden 
stoppage of the flow of pus from his 
wound and the access of 
a chill, how­ 
ever, made it apparent that they had not 
considered him safe, and that they enter­ 
tained the (.ravest apprehensions. 
To­ 
wards Saturday evening the unfavorable 
symptoms abated, the 
flow 
from the 
wound waa re-establishe.l, and the bulle­ 
tins were once more hopeful. 
Vesterday 
the progress of the patient was said to be 
aitiifactory, but the public 
have now 
learned that though the President still 
lives, it will not do to count upon his 
survival as a thinjj assured. 
In fact, it is 
evident that he is yet very far from being 
out of danger, and one of the most alarm­ 
ing indications is the physical weakness 
which converts even slight changes for the 
worse into serious danger. 
The wound has 
undoubtedly drained hia vitality greatly, 
a id it is to be observed that though three 
weeks have elapsed since he was shot, 
there has as yet been no encouraging re­ 
port as to the recovery of his strength. 
It 
is, in short, painfully apparent that the 
period of suspense is destined to be much 
longer than was generally anticipated, 
even if he recovera finally, and that it will 
not do to take his final recovery for grant­ 
ed until he hag made mush WOK progress 
than at present. 


The New York Democrats have resolved 
to see w hether it is not possible to make 
some political capital out of the Albany 
contest which has just terminated. 
They 
have consequently tired a broadside at the 
“ Stalwarts ” aud “ H ilf breels,” and have 
assumed the refreshingly novel attitude of 
a virtuous aad patriotic party, whose nu­ 
merical weakness has alona prevented it 
from dealing \iith its wicked adversaries. 
I t m ust be candidly acknowledged that 
the recent situation at'A lbany was open to 
criticism. 
But it must be also pointed out 
that the Democrats have no right to criti­ 
cise it. 
The 
corrupt elements in the 
Albany legislature, no m atter how aligned 
in the late contest, all sprang originally 
from the same Bource. 
It must never be 
forgotten that the New York Republicans 
of the better sort have for years been ex­ 
cluded from politics by tjie “ B jss” sys­ 
tem which Roseoe Conkling had set up 
there. 
The “ Boss ” system, however, was 
in great part the result of an iniquitous 
understanding between tho Republican 
and Democratic party leaders. 
Tammany 
Hall has always been ready to make com­ 
promises with the Republican managers 
when there was a question of plunder in­ 
volved, and it has been one of the leading 
counts in the indictment of the “ ma- 
“ chine” that its use leads to just such cor­ 
rupt and corrupting compacts. 
Again and 
again Tammany Hall has played off the 
city against the State, and again and again 
have the Republican managers been will­ 
ing to profit by these arrangements. 
The New York Legislature, so far as its 
Republican members are concerned, was 
the product of the ‘‘ machine.” W hatever 
of corruption, therefore, has been mani­ 
fested by either of the Republican factions, 
is attributable to the influence of the ‘’ma­ 
chine ” in making the Legislature. 
There 
can be no reasonable doubt th at if the 
genuine and honest Republicans of New 
York State could have obtained proper 
representation in the Legislature, thsy 
would have made short work of Mr. Conk- 
ling’s endeavor to force his way back into 
the Senate. 
But the task of rebuking h:s 
insolence was difficult in proportion to 
the weakness of the material through 
which alone the anti-Conkling tight could 
be made. 
All the Republicans, or nearly 
all, were originally “ machine ” men, and 
it was not possible to proceed rapidly or 
satisfactorily with such people. 
The Dem­ 
ocrats are largely responsible for the main­ 
tenance of the “ machine ” system in New 
York. 
The truth is that the system has 
always been so completely in accord with 
the principles of the New York Demcc 
racy that they could not quarrel with it 
seriously. 
Nor did they dare to do so, for 
they were well aware th at it served as a 
most useful bulwark to their own corrup 
tion, operating as a constant hindrance to 
the introduction of political reforms. 
The establishment of civil service reform 
is quite as distasteful to Tammany Hall 
as to the Republican “ machine” managers, 
The former knows that if the Republicans 
once succeed in giving reform a firm 
foothold, its hold upon politics will be 
doomed. 
For this, among other reasons, 
Tammany has always been on terms of real 
friendship with the Republican “ machine,1' 
and has always helped it in preference to 
assisting the reformers. 
The history of 
Democratic politics in New York is a 
record of the most amazing, audacious and 
unrestrained corruption and fraud to be 
found anywhere. 
There is no kind of 
roguery which has not at some time been 
perpetrated by theEe partisans. 
Tammany 
Hall long ago became a stench in the nos­ 
trils of the people, and save when quar­ 
rels arise over questions of the spoils, Tam 
many Hall represents the Demacracy of 
the State. 
In truth it belongs in the same 
category w ith Conkling's machine, and 
there is so little room for choice between 
the two that to find it denouncing the 
“ machine” would be amusiDg if it were 
not disgusting. 
The contest at Albany has been in inany 
respects a disgraceful one. 
Of th b there 
can be no doubt, and it is equally true that 
the discredit does not attach entirely to 
the Conkling faction. 
Nothing baser or 
more indecent than the device adopted to 
force P latt out of the tight was ever de­ 
vised or carried out in politic* 
It was a 
deed which none but ruffians and black­ 
guards could have suggested or perpe­ 
trated. 
But, as we have said, the real im­ 
plication of this is that originally both the 
parties to the contest were in the same 
faction and obeyed the came leader. They 
were all of CoDkling's choosing, and they 
showed what kind of men the “ machine ’ 
has to work with. 
As to the Democrats at 
Albany, they did nothing merely bccause 
they were powerless. 
Had they possessed 
the power, however, there is no ground for 
suppoeing that they would have acted more 
patriotically than their opponents. 
The Republicans at Albany may be a 
poor lot, but if they are it is because they 
are the resulta of w hat may be called natu­ 
ral Democratic methods of selection. 
The 
Democrats therefore have no right to de­ 
nounce their opponents. 
The truth is 
that between Conkling's 
machine and 
Tammany Hall New York politics have 
fallen into a lamentable condition. 
The 
late struggle, however, has dono one dis­ 
tinctly good thing. 
It has destroyed 
Conkling’s “ machine,” and pulled down 
his power, we trust forever. 
It has thus 
opened the door for reform ; and if the 
Independent Republicans—the 
“ Young 
“ Scratchers ” and those who think with 
them --have the courage and wisdom to 
take advantage of the opportunity thus 
presented to them, they ought to be able 
to lay the foundation for a reform move­ 
ment which will eradicate the last rem­ 
nants of the “ machine,” emancipate poli­ 
tics from the throttling grasp of the spoils 
system, and at the same time prepare the 
downfall of Tammany and all its works. 


C0SBXING AND HIS SPARTANS. 


Gonkling’s toploftical message to his 
deserting henchmen at Albany is nothing 
less than ridiculous. 
The pomposity and 
swelling iusolence of his demeanor have 
not been moderated by defeat. 
It would 
appear that he belongs to that clasj of 
unfortunates for whom experience has no 
lessons. 
A man who can go through the 
scenes of the past three months, and 


theD, after having been fairly thrown over­ 
board by his own friends under the most 
humiliating 
circrmstances, 
gravely ex­ 
press the belief that the country will 
shortly recognize his greatness and regret 
his fall, is certainly a very curious sort of 
parson. 
It is only by obstinately closing 
their eyes and cars that such men are able 
to retain their pet illusions concerning the 
real bent of public opinion, but people who 
make themselves thus deaf and blind are 
clearly incapacitated for forming a just 
conclusion as to the future probabilities. 
Mr. Conkling argues from false premises. 
He either does not know or will not ac­ 
knowledge that he knows, what is thought 
of him, and ha postulates a public mis. 
apprehension 
regarding himself which 
ha* no exiitenoe. Ths American people have 


made up their minds on eufficient evidence 
that Hr. Conkling has been wrccg through­ 
out this quarrel, and So wrong and so 
perverse that even his nearest friends have 
found it necessary to abandon him. 
In­ 
deed they may say that he himself indi­ 
cated the course for them to pursue. 
For 
when he declared, referring to his quarrel 
with President Garfield, that the President 
offered his choice between suicide aud mur­ 
der, and that he had chosen the litter, he 
pUinly indicate 1 that if he was compelled 
to decide between the sacrifice of his own 
Interest and the interest of another, the 
latter would have to go. 
He cannot com­ 
plain if his own philosophy is applied to hia 
own case, but indeed it is very of little con- 
sequencB whether he complains or not. 
His career appeara to be closed. 
There is 
no prospect ahead of him. 
He has played 
all hia cards, and has lost the game.

A W ashington dispatch states that Sec­ 
retary W indcm ia preparing to introduce 
the rules of civil service reform into the

A lb a n y , July 231 — The Democratic mem­ 
bers of the Legislature, through thtir Joint 
Caucus Committee, have issued au address to 
the Democratic citizens of the State of New 
York, and to the citizens of the State with­ 
out distinction to party. 
THE ADDRTSS. 
The discords and quarrels in the Republican ma­ 
jority have separated 113 from our homes and busi­ 
ness for nearly two hundred days. The chief cause 
of this uncalled for d-tention uasa quarrel with the 
President of the United States on one side and the 
Vice-President and two Scnat->rs from the State on 
the other. The source of this discord was the 
question of official patronage or spoils of office. 
The Collector of the Port of New V'ork was f<» ced 
to resign in the m iJst of his term fr.unaplace 
where he was serving to the general acceptance of 
the public, and appointed to a place abroad, uncall­ 
ed for by his friends or the public, in which h 2 has 
no experience. This change, against which the mer 
chants »»f New York protested in large numbers, 
was mude in total disregard of every announced 
principle of 
CIVIL SERVICE KLKOHM, 
And was not called for by any principle of political 
duty nor interest of the public service. The purpose 
. of the act seemed to be t<> reward th»»se who had 
been personally successful in securing the Presiden­ 
tial nomination, and to punish those who had re­ 
sisted a leading member and members of the Na­ 
tional Republican Convention, claiming the right of 
a term of executive service f<*ra previous President. 
The unseemly quarrel at Chicago in the summer of 
1SS0 was transferred to Washington after the Presi 
dential election at the close of th e Bam e y e a r, and 
the same strife has been continued with inore bitter­ 
ness at Aihanv through the whole of the preseat 
session of the Legislature. 
It commenced with 
great vehemence at the Senatorial election In Janu­ 
ary, when 
A THIHD CLASS CANDIDATE 
Was nominated and elected over a first class com­ 
petitor, for the first office in the gift of the Legisla­ 
ture. and hardly second to any office in the gi;t of 
the peopl *. cf the Stite. The office, then filled after 
great strife, was vacated by voluntary resignation, 
and when it had only been held for less than one- 
fourth of the first year cf the full fix years of the 
constitutional term of tcrviee. The man who in­ 
spired this resunatien was the senior Senator of the 
State, who had been three times elected t * the 
I'nited .States Senate by one party of the State, 
whose longer service he now refused, and simply 
owing to the fact oí the nomination to the Semite 
of one of tne chief offenders who had opposed l;is 
ambition and wish s at Chicago and elsewhere. 
The useless resignation of these two men h; sleet 
the Slate not only a l.-irge ain unt of money, but, 
what is more valuable, it* honor, dignity, and self­ 
respect. Two faction®, known bv the vugiar but 
expressive names of St il warts and Half breeds, have 
governed the Senate, Assembly, llepublican p «rty* 
and the Slate, through the whole session. The 
Democratic members have many times aóked and

Lieu­ 
tenant Schwatka is a young inan of fair 
hight, heavy figure and generally prepos­ 
sessing appearance. 
He does not claim to 
have formed very decided npiüions concert­ 
ing the piobahle fate of the Jeannette, t r the 
measure of success which will reward the 
Rodgers expedition. 
He is, however, in­ 


clined to take a gloomy view i f the situation. 
The chief reason for apprehension which he 
sees is the fact that the Jeannette, having 
once passed ioto the circle in which the pack 
ice forms, must of necessity have been caught 
in it, uuless she seized the one chance open to 
her, that of reaching Heiald Island. 
The 
Mount Wollastcn and the Vigilaut were 
caught in the ice. They drifted southward, 
whera their wrecks were boarded by the na­ 
tives. 
The Jeannette certainly penetrated 
further nortb, endeavoring to reach Wrangel 
Land or Herald Island. Ho doubted whether 
she reached it. 
Another year, however, 
would cai tainly decide the matter. If caught 
in the ice, the vessel would certainly Le lost, 
while her crew stood tho poorest chance of 
ever reaching mainland. 
Tne pack ice usu­ 
ally formed in a semi-circle, extending from 
Cape North to Icy Cape. The last sight of 
the Jeannette placed her within about forty- 
five miles northeast of Herald Island, where 
she would certainly be exposed to the pack, 
which, according to the whaler’s story, began 
to form very rapidly.

DOMESTIC NEWS. 


The President. 
E xecutive M a nsion, W ash in g ton, July 
IMth—<5:30 A. m.—The President rested very 
well last night up to midnight, when he had 
a slight chill, which passed away in a few 
moments, and since that hour he ha3 slept 
but little, although resting quite comfort­ 
ably. 
A casual examination made early this 
morning seemed to indicate a considerable 
fall of his temperature since last night at 7 
o’clock, when it was 101.7. 
He has taken 
some beef tea this morning with a relish. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
E xecutive M ansion, W ashington, July 
l>4th—10 a . II.—The President was more 
restless than usual during the night, and had 
another “ iigor” just before midnight. 
This 
morniug, at 8:15, his pulse was 98, tempera­ 
ture 98 4, respiration 18. 
A consultation was 
then held with Dr. Hamilton, of New York, 
and Dr. Agnew, of Philadelphia, after which 
a counter opening was made through the in­ 
tegument of the back, about three inches 
below the wound, which it is hoped will 
facilitate the draining of pus and increase the 
chances of recovery. 
The President bore the 
operation well. 
His pulse is now 112.

[THIRD DISPATCH.] 
E xecutive M ansion, July 21th.—noon.— 
Dr. Bliss, during the course of a conversation 
in relation to the operation which was per­ 
formed on the President this forenoon, said 
that during his examination yesterday he 
discovered that a slight eack or pu3 cavity 
had formed immediately at the turn iu the 
track of the bullet, and at once decided that 
the proper thing to do was to mako an in­ 
cision which would straighten the track and 
permit the pus to discharge more freely. 
It 
was determined, however, that before per 
forming the operation it would bo best to 
notify the consulting surgeons, and request 
their attendance, which was done forthwith. 
The formation of a pus cavity, the doctor 
says, is a very ordinary occurrence in similar 
instances. 
There is no doubt in his mind 
that the incision will tend to diminish the 
frequency and severity of the “ rigor.” 
He 
says, however, that the patient may have 
more slight chills. 
The President did not 
move a muscle while the operation was being 
performed, and it was not found necessary 
to administer any stimulants.

is now passing. 
The doctors feel very much 
encouraged at the President’s condition to 
night.

* W ashington, July 24th.—It is stated that 
the increase in the President’s pttlse was due 
to over excitement, and that the return of 
fever was only temporary. 
It was said that 
the political news of yesterday, the election 
of Conkliag’a successor, and the death of 
Justice Clifford, had an cxcitiug elfect upon 
the President. 
Here it may be well to state 
that the story is not true, which ha.s gained 
circulation, that the President yesttrlay, 
upon hearing that Judge Lapham was elected 
as the successor of Conkling, said " Thank 
God." A gentleman who was in the sick 
room, and who heard the dispatch announc­ 
ing the result read to the President, said the 
President only said, “ Well, I am glad it is 
over. 
I am sorry for Conkling. 
I should 
like to give him a foreign mission.'’ 
Tlir 'urgirá! Operation. 
W ashington, July 24th.— In explaining 
the nature of the operation performed by 
Dr. Agnew this morning, aud the necessity 
for it, Dr. Reybum made in substance the 
following statement: The direction taken by 
the ball after it entered the body was forward 
and slightly downward until it struck one of 
the ribs, and was thence deflected still down­ 
ward a little to the right, so as to make an 
acute angle with the line of the back. 
In 
other words, when the probe was intro­ 
duced into the wound to the depth of 
three 
and three 
and one-half 
inches, 
its direction 
was such that 
the inner 
end was only about an inch and a half from 
the outside of the body. 
A t a point lower 
down an examination, which was made in 
the presence of Doctors Agnew and Hamil­ 
ton, showed that a pus cavity had formed in 
the track ef the ball and beyond the point 
where it glanced from the rib, and that this 
cavity could be reached by a direct incision 
three inches below the mouth of the wound. 
It was dscided at once to perform the opera­ 
tion. 
No an.' Uhetics were used, but the part 
to be operated uoon was beuumbcü by a 
spray of ether and a wide cut was made into 
the pus cavity, which was reached at a depth 
of a little more than an inch. 
With the aid 
of a probe and a 
pair 
of 
forceps, 
a 
drainage tube, which is a small flexible 
tube of rubber 
perforated 
with 
holes, 
was 
then 
introduced 
into 
the 
wound 
made by the ball, and alter being carried 
through the pus cavity was brought out 
through the newly-made incision. 
One end 
of the tube projected from the cot made by 
the surgeon’s knife, and the other from the 
mouth of the original wound. 
As the pus 
oozed into the tube through the perforation, 
it could escape from either end, aud was re­ 
peatedly washed out with a solution of car­ 
bolic acid 
and water, which was forced 
through the tube in a stream. The discharge 
which followed the opening of the pus cavity 
was entirely satisfactory to the surgeons, and 
was soon followed by relief to the patient. 
The drainage tube was left as it was origi­ 
nally placed, and will remain there for the 
present. 
If the wound discharges freely 
through the new opening, the tube may per­ 
haps be withdrawn from the old one, in order 
to allow the latter to heal. 
The incision 
made to-day is in a direct lice with the 
deeper parts of the wound, and it is thought 
the pus will escape without the obetruction 
which impeded the outflow along the track if 
the ball which caused the pus cavity. 
In re­ 


ply to a question whether another pus cavity 
is likely to form, and bring about a recurrence 
of the alarming symptoms of yesterday, Dr. 
Reyburn said : “ I cannot answer positively, 
but as the pm now has free egress I do not 
think it probable that another cavity will 
form.” Being asked whether there are or had 
been symptoms in the President’s cate of 
pymmia or blood-poisoning, Dr. Reyburn 
said: 
“ None 
whatever. 
The rigor of 
course may be a symptom of pyaemia, but it 
is also a symptom of various other compli­ 
cations, and it does not point to pyaemia in 
the present case. 
The pus continues healthy 
and the characteristic symptoms of pyaimia 
are wanting. 
You may say, upon my au­ 
thority, that no indications of blood-poison­ 
ing have been observed, and we have no rea­ 
son to expect any.” 
In conclusion, Dr. Rey­ 
burn said the 
President's condition and 
symptoms to-night are more favorable and 
encouraging than at any time since the chill 
of yesterday morning. 
T lie T reatm en t or th e P residen». 
C hicago, July 24th.—The following are 
from Washington specials : 
Dr. Reyburn, 
being asked whether the President was strong 
enough to resist such a shock as two chilis, 
said : 
“ The President is certainly cot 
strorg. 
He is very weak indeed. 
He is not 
as strong as he is generally supposed to be. 
He has to be lifed on sheets, and whenever 
we wish to give him a glass of water we have 
to raise his head. 
Certainly the President is 
not strong.” 
The wiseacres have begun to attack the 
doctors. 
One prominent gentleman said: 
“ There has been entirely too much politics 
and newspaDer reading in the sick-room. 
The President should be kept perfectly quiet, 
and not be allowed to talk about outside 
matters. 
I have no doubt his increased fever 
last n:glit and the chill this morning were 
due in a great measure to the mental excite­ 
ment which the President has undergone. 
It 
was wrong to tell him about the New York 
elections, and Bet him thinking about such 
matters.”

Others condemned the treatment, and said 
“ The doctors wore entirely wrong about the 
location of the bullet. 
There is no doubt the 
attendants on the President have been too 
confident of his recovery, and allowed him 
more privilege than his condition warranted. 
They made a mistake last Sunday in allowing 
him to eat such a hearty breakfast, and ever 
since they have restricted his diet.” 
The talk about the necessity of finding the 
bullet has taken a fresh start. 
Profesar Bell, 
who has been conducting experiments with a 
view of ascertaining the location of the bul­ 
let by electricity, said last evening that the 
apparatus was nearly completed, and that 
they had been abla to detect the presence of 
lead at a depth of three inches. 
He thinks 
that with improved apparatus this distance 
can be increased. 
TIic P resid en t's F am ily P h y sicia n . 
N ew Y ork, July 24th.—The TrVmnc's 
Washington correspondent interviewed Dr. 
Boynton, the President’s family physician, 
last night, who said : “ We are feeling very 
good to-night. 
Things have not been going 
very well for three days, so that the Presi­ 
dent has evidently not been as well. 
After 
the dressing of the wound he was found 
to be very much exhausted night before last. 
He was pretty well tired out in the afterncoB, 
and very likely he had a slight chill in his sleep, 
but he don’t know it. 
We are very certain 
of it now, and he had a restless bad night. 
He waked in the morning yesterday feeling 
badly, and before noon he had that chill. 
It 
was quite a severe one, and he shook fo ra 
long time. 
That was accompanied by vomit­ 
ing a number of times, and throwing up 
green matter, and of course 
his 
pulse 
ran up. 
A t one time 
it 
reached 132 
His 
temperature 
reached 
104, 
which 
was rather alarming. 
W e of course looked 
for an accumulation of pus and an abscess 
somewhere. 
The fever was followed by pro­ 
fuse sweating. 
In the afternoon another 
chill came on, and this also xvas followed 
by exhaustion and accompanied by vomiting. 
Coming to dress the wound at night an ac­ 
cumulation of pus wa3 discovered in the 
back, forming a sac running back toward the 
back bone three inches long and perhaps three 
inches wide. 
That was drawu off through 
the old wound, and the President was greatly 
relieved at once ; so much so that Drs. Ag­ 
new and Hamilton did not think it best to 
see him last night. 
I sat up with him until 
12 o’clock, and then went to bed. 
Shortly 
after I left him he had another severe chill, 
with vomiting and other serious symptoms. 
He then begau to perspire profusely, and th¡3 
was continued until nearly 9 o’clock this 
morning. 
A t 9 o’clock there was an ex­ 
amination, and it was determined to open the 
wound.”

DOMESTIC NEWS. 


T he U n fav o ra b le C h an g e In Ih e P r .s i- 
d e n t's C o n d itio n . 
W a shington, July 231.—A t 7 o'clock this 
morning the President showed his usual 
morning symptoms of recovery, but about 8 
o’clock lie was attacked with something like 
a chill, 
lie shook all over, and his muscles 
all became rigid with what the surgeons call 
a “ rigor.” This chilly, shaking sensation 
lasted until 9 o'clock, when a fever set in and 
rose rapidly. 
The pulse went up to 139, and 
the temperature was above 101. 
In an hour 
or so the fever declined. 
Some doetors are 
not yet able to define the cause of the change. 
The flow cf pus from the wound stopped this 
morning, and the surgeons say this may have 
caused this change in the President’s condi­ 
tion. 
A long drainage tube was substituted, 
and the doctors pressed on the stomach and 
bowels, but very little pus exuded. Whether 
this means that the wound is healing between 
where the ball is and the mouth of the 
wound, or that an abscess is formiug, is not 
yet known. 
Dr. Bliss said that just now he 
could not tell the cause of the change. 
The 
surgeons feel somewhat uneasy. 
Surgeon-General Watts, of the navy, and 
Dr. Baxter, gave it as their opinion that 
pyemia may have set in. 
If that is true, 
they consider his condition very critical. 
A u x le lr <>r the Populare. 
W ashington, July 23d.—The news that 
the President was not doing so well spread 
rapidly through the city, and before long 
many footsteps were 
turned toward the 
W hite House. 
The same expressions of so­ 
licitude and anxiety which marked all faces 
just after the President was 3hot were visible 
everywhere. 
Those coming from the direc­ 
tion of the White House were stopped fre­ 
quently by inquiries about the President. 
Not much more than the fact that the doc­ 
tors felt uneasy could be learned. 
The con­ 
dition of the case seemed such that the 
attending surgeons did not care to venture 
opinions. 
Rumors of all kinds could be 
heard. 
What was generally regarded as the 
most unfavorable sign was the telegraphing 
for the consulting surgeons. 
The public con­ 
cluded that there was something critical in 
the case, or else this would not have been 
done. 
T he S u rg e o n s' E x p la n a tio n . 
W ashington, July 231.—The explanation 
given by the attending surgeons of the un­ 
favorable symptomH which manifested them­ 
selves in the President’s case tc-day are 
briefly as follows: Some time during the 
night or early this morning the patient’s 
wound, which had for several days beeu 
discharging freely, became obstructed at or 
near the inner end of the drainage tube, 
while the process of suppuration in the 
deeper parts of the wound continued. 
A 
partial or complete pus cavity was thus 
formed, and the discharge from the mouth of 
the wound nearly ceased. 
The natural re­ 
sult of this state of things was the chill, 
followed by higher fever, the patent’s pulse 
rising to a maximum of about 130, and his 
temperature to 104. 
As rigor followed by 
increased fever is a symptom of pyemia or 
the formation of an abscess, and the other 
unfavorable complications, it caused at first 
a good deal of anxiety. 
A careful examin­ 
ation, however, of the pus discharged by the 
wound showed that its character was per­ 
fectly normal aud healthy, and so far as ap­ 
peared from the patient’s general condition, 
all indications of 
pyemia 
were 
absent. 
These fact3 relieved at once tlie fear of blood- 
poisoning. 
An external examination was 
then made of the abdominal and hepatic 
regions, with a view to ascertaining whether 
there were any signs of abscess at the supposed 
location 
of 
the 
bullet. 
No 
unusual 
tenderness was found 
in that part of 
the 
b dy, 
or 
any 
other 
indications 
of the changed conditi n. 
From these facts, 
taken in connection with the scanty outflow 
of pus, the conclusion was drawn that ob­ 
struction existed rear the inner end of the 
drainage tube, which prevented a free dis­ 
charge. 
This imprisonment of pus, techni­ 
cally known as the formation of a “ pus 
cavity,” is entirely adequate to explain the 
chill and fever, since they are its natural and 
inevitable consequences. 
It was first thought 
the obstruction might be the result of a pro­ 
cess of healing which had wholly or in part 
closed the wound between the drainage tube 
and a deeper suppurating surface. 
Early in 
the afternoon the obstruction wholly or par­ 
tially gave way, and the outfl >w of the pus 
became freer; the nausea from which the 
patient had suffered subsided, and he obtain­ 
ed relief. 
This proved that the obstruction 
had not been of a permanent character. 
At 
the evening dressing of the wound the dis­ 
charge of pus was quite as copious as usual. 
Since that time tlie patient’s fever has stead­ 
ily abated, and at the present hour, 10 P. m., 
his pulse has fallen to 101». and he is sleeping 
quietly. 
Consulting surge ms Agnew and 
Hamilton do not regard the situation as 
grave as they feared, and have expressed re­ 
newed cenfidence.

FOREIGN NEWS. 


Tin- C nban Hank B ob b ers. 
H avana, July 231. — Captain • General 
Blanco has telegraphed the Spanish Consul 
at Vera Cruz regarding the employes who 
carried off 8300,000 of the funds of the Span­ 
ish Bank of Cuba, and who were supposed to 
be on board the steamer Alicante. 
The Con­ 
sul replied yesterday that the steamer, before 
entering the port of Alvarado, was ordered, 
through the intervention of the Consul, to 
proceed to Vera Cruz, and upon her arrival 
at Vera Cruz the Consul ordered her forth­ 
with to Havana, making the Captain of the 
steamer responsible for the delivery of the 
supposed culprits, in whose possession, how­ 
ever, no valuables were found when they were 
searched at v'era Cruz. 
It is probable the 
men found on board the steamer were sent as 
a feint to mislead pursuit of the chief robbers, 
who have probably escaped to the United 
States. 
One of the latter ia known to have 
bought a draft on New York for about 
830,000. 
T lie F rench In A frlro. 
N ew Y ork, July 23d.—The World’s Ixm- 
don special says : 
It is difficult to obtain any 
accurate idea of the position of affairs in 
Tunis and Algiers. 
The rule compelling the 
correspondents of French papers to submit 
their letters to military censorship is still in 
force, and the correspondence from the seat 
of the insurrection, which is printed in the 
Paris papers, is for that reason exceedingly 
meager and one-sided. It is positively known, 
however, that the French troops who cap­ 
tured Sfax are unable to advance further in­ 
land. The vast stretch of country extending 
from Sfax inland to the boundary of the A l­ 
gerian province of Constant, and northward 
to the Medjerda valley, is in the hands or at 
the mercy of the rebels. KharizaD, the holy city 
inland from Susser, on the Gulf of Ham- 
moma, is the rendezvous of the Arab tribes, 
and there are not less than 30,000 men, all 
well arn.ed, and mainly consisting of irregu­ 
lar cavalry, within call of the Mussulman 
authorities there. 
The Arabs openly de­ 
clare that the Bey has betrayed the regency, 
and that it is for them to fight for Mus­ 
sulman supremacy. 
The agitation in Tunis 
is being increased by the arrival of Tripoli­ 
tan tribes, whose 
head men assert that 
France 
has 
decreed 
the 
conquest 
of 
all the Barbary States and Egypt, and the 
Sultan has called upon the followers of the 
Prophet to battle against this threatening 
spoliation. 
A t this season of the year—anil 
the summer]’» an unusually hot one—it would 
be quite impossible for any European forte, 
no matter how strong, to attempt to penetrate 
into the interior. 
The Freuoh can do noth­ 
ing, therefore, but hold Sfax until reinforce­ 
ments arrive in the autumn. 
France rnnst 
either subjugate the marauding tribes nr 
evacuate the country. 
The Generals in Tunis 
have asked Governor Grevy for Algerian 
troops, but the state of affairs there are so 
critical that the men cannot be spared. 
The 
expedition t proceed against the Rebel Chief 
Bon Amena in the autumn will consist of 
three columns, each composed of 1,200 men. 
One column will start from Lauda, the sec­ 
ond from Sahdar, and the third from Gerv- 
ville, all joining in the Ksour region and 
marching thence to Figurey. 
The columns 
will be c unposed of troops inured to the A l­ 
gerian climate, and will be replaced in the 
garrisons by fresh soldiers from France. 
An F nrtliqunkc I11 Europe. 
L ondon, July 231.—An earthquake oc­ 
curred Friday morning at 2 o’clock in eastern 
France and Switzerland. 
Bells were rung at
